One of the most important com 
tributions to the current world- 
wide discusdon of the Interna-. 
tional situation comes- from 
the American columnist Walter 
Lippmann, ‘ : 

Mr. Lippmann is not by any 
stretch of the imagination a 
Soclolist. He is, roughly speak- | 
ing, a Right-Wing Liberal, with 
the tendency of many American 
Liberals to prefer, the application 
of hia principles abroad rather 
than at home. 

He Is not anti-Soviet. Indeed, 
he has generally deen an advocate 
of the kind of “Big Three” diplo- 
macy which the Russians approve. 

He writes for 2 newspaper, the 
“Hernid-Tribtine,” which Is one of 
the best informed in the whole 
world on International politics, 
and which has been one of the 
most stendfant advocates of co 
operation with the Soviet Union. 

When Mr, Lippmann states that 
“there iy no mystery now about 
the central purpose of the Soviet 
Union," it is right that we should 
lnke notice. 

Moreover, he has the merit of 
reviewing world politics from ao 
long-tenm aspect. Since vhe peril 
of another war dovs not arise now, 
but some years hence, this ap- 
proach in abviously more valuable 
than a concentration svlely on the 
pressime problens of the hour, 

Military Ends Come First 

Mr. Lippmann — claims that 
“Stalin's reeent_ election speech 
announced the decision to devote 
the next fifteen to twenty years 
to developing the military power 
of the Soviet Union, While there 
is to be an ‘expanding... «produc- 
tion of yoods for mass consump- 
tion’ he makes it quite clear that 
thia purpose is secondary and sub- 
ordinate to the development of o 
military potential ‘against any 
eventuality.” :

It will be a world in which the 
perorations at UNO will be pro- 
gressively mocked by spy scares 
much more eerious than the latest 
from Canada. . 

If Mr. Lippmann's analysis is 
correct, then statesmanship can- 
not let this rivalry develop to its 
frightful and inevitable end with- 
out making o stupendous effort 
to secure an ogreed armaments 
Imitation, with Its modern con- 
comitant of an inspectorate sys- 
tem to guard against the manu-

In short, the old moral is. still 
true. The nations cannot have 
safety on the basix of each pre- 
paring against “any eventuality.” 
Two attempts have been made to 
blow the world to pieces on tho 
application of that principle. The 
third time would be unlucky. 

Break Vicious Cycle 

Hlow, then, can we prepare the 
conditions where a new initiative 
may be taken to break the vicious 
cycle? 

It is necessary to establish the 
prestige of UNO, to rally public 
opinion, to invite the nationa to 
meet together and judge issues on 
their merits and thereby to en- 
courage them in the belief that 
they can place better hopes for 
their own people and all mankind 
in the decisions of the world 
organisation than In the vain 
creod of sovereign strength, 

The task is painfully diffcult, 
One of the major difficulties is 
that Soviet public opinion Is not 
open to 
like the public Opinions of Britain 
and America. 

Credit Is Due To Bevin 

But o start was mado at UNO, 
and if the organisation should 
develop as wo hope. and. if; Mr. 
Lippmann’s terrible — forecast

was formed. Mr, Bosanquet anid 
that after about three weeks of 
internment they had made up 
their mind that they had . had 
enough under Japanese jurisdic- 
tion, 

Deseribing the conditions pre- 
vailing, the «penker said tra at 
that time the internees had a cer- 
tain amount of freedom, the Japan- 
ese Kept quite a loose guard and, 
in fact, people could lite 
ee as they liked. 

: Conditions Change 


The trio started to think of .a 
plan and decided to try and ‘con- 
tuet outside help.

“Rank Empire” 
Not To Grow 


Jandon, Mar, 1h 

Pending — legistation, Mr, J, 
Arthur Rank, up ana coming 
magnate oof British films, has 
given an undertaking not to add 
to the number of Britis studios 
controlled by. his argani-ation, 
known as the “Rank Empire,” 
the Board of Trade President, Sir 
Stafford Cripps, disclosed in the 
House of Commons this afternoon, 

Sir Stafford stated that legisla- 
tion controlling the exhibition of 
films in Britain was due to ¢x- 
pire next year and a new act 
would then be needed. In the 
meantime, the three majer theatre 
circuits in Britain had pledged 
themselves to avoid unauthorised 
exnansion. 

‘vo avoid any stranglehold of 
exhibitors on film production, the 
Minister declared: he would seck 
assurnnees from the three large 
circuits that they would allot a 
portion of their screon’ time to 
the products of independent Bri- 
tish studios, in addition “to the 
time they are, already bound by 
law to allocate to British films. 

“The selection of films for this 
purpose will rest in the hands of 
an independent bo to be ap- 
pointed by myse},"” Sir Stafford 
declared. He adfied that though 
he had not yet settled who should 
sit on the Board, it seemed clear 
that the cireuits, as well as people 
from outside the movie indugtry 
should be represented. 

Under a law passed in 1938 
exhibitors must allocate 15 per 
cent of screen time to: domestical- 
ly produced films. Thin will rine
